69 sqyuare feet of attic floor. A 
piece of wire mesh behind the 
ouvers will keep out insects and 
leaves. 





An attic fan of proper size is 
a good way to Lring cool night 
air into your home. The fan 
yushes the hot air out of the at- 
ic, allowing cooler air to enter 
hrough downstairs doors and 
windows. Your local electric 
company or appliance dealer has 
information on the size’ of fan 
for your home. 

The kitchen is another source 
of heat. An exhaust fan, either 
fitted directly into the window 
or set into the wall and controlled 
with a pull chain or switch, will 
provide relief.
